THE OflATlOX* OF THE NOMINATOR*.

FRAXKroRT, Jan. 14.—This homely cap¬ 
ital wn» dreary thw morning; by noon it was 
a Babel of ex -ited men and strange voices. 
At B o’clock the politicians, from the Big 
Sandy to the ML-iiotippi. had swarmed into 
the timid little city and captured it, bag and 
baggage. Wise men dropped vague hints in 
the hotel lobbies of combinations, of dead¬ 
locks and what-nots. The several bead- 
quarters entertained handsomely; there was 
Bourbon, and JoU of it; it was a fea>t of po¬ 
litical reason and a steady flow of six-year- 
old. The day wore Into the night, aud tha 
pulses of the politicians tore on toward the 
nineties. By 6 o’clock the narrow, close 
and uncomfortabls galleries of the House 
chamber were packed; a dozen ladies 
braved the elements, and the crowds re¬ 
mained until the close of the exciting con¬ 
test. 

mx SCENE. 

An old man said be never saw such a crowd 
in the hall of the House of Representatives 
since Garrett Davis was elected twenty years 
ago. Half an hour before the caucus was 
called to order, a hnlf-suppreeet'd whoop, by 
a partisan of one or the other of ibo candi¬ 
dates. showed that the crowd was hungering 
fora how). An ununual sight was the num¬ 
ber of ladies on the floor of tbe House. Half 
a dozen members sacrificed their seats for tbe 
ladies. Tbe floor was kept well cleared of 
strangers. Only a few old stagers came in 
for A position. Bell Miller, good nature l, 
talkative, impulsive Bell Miller, vrbn knows 
everybody aud likes everybody, occupied a 
prominent seat on the floor. Bell cast long¬ 
ing glances toward the gallery, and, doubt¬ 
less. wished heartily that he was up with the 
nest of the boys. 

On the late train from Louisville a red-hot 
Blackburu delegation arrived. Among them 
were F. Booker Reed, delegate from the city 
at large; Henry Kohnhorst, Coon Webber, 
that man of mauy tongues: James Heheuian, 
a representative of tbe School Board, and 
other patriotic citizens. They were soon 
gathered into John Whalleu’s fold and wore 
properly cared for. 

A noble Kentuckian in the gallery, who 
was tilled more with whisky than with poli¬ 
tics, made things lively by an occasional 
wild whoop for Blackburn or W illiams. “1 
don’t want to put the whole gallery out for 
one man,” said Sergsnnt-at-Arms Jenkins. 
4 ‘1 don’t want to get out,” said the enthu¬ 
siastic Kentuckian. **I am a Democrat; if 
you fire anybody the Republicans must go,” 
and then there wa? general laughter. 
called to ohdkk. 

At 7:30 o’clock Senator Robbins, Chair¬ 
man of tbe Senate caucus, called the joiut 
caucus to order, aud spoke as follows: 

Oxxruiwtx up tms rjux.-va Uustotn has made 
it the law that the Chairman of the Senate cau¬ 
cus shall preside over the deliberations of a 
Joiut caucu» uf the Democratic members uf ihe 
Ocn**rwl Assembly. I am fully aware that the 
dutj upon which 1 am just entering in purminnce 
of tits* custom is ono of -*eriou* importance, and 
1 can noi hu|M* to i>ci form it to the »atinfsctmn <»f 
all concerned without your earnest oo operation. 
We ore about to eelect a man upon whom to 
confer the kL’hest dignity within the gift of the 
Kentucky Legtdattif*, and the means we employ 
Simula be in keeping with the grave responsi¬ 
bility Involved in oar task. U is -ie^irahle 
that our zeal for frirnat or favorites shall not be 
permitted to overleap the botiuds of decorum. 
Some of us are dnublle<*a nearing a seriou* dis¬ 
appointment. but it Is to be tmped that when our 
work is finished, whatever its results may be. 
aach uf ue can enjoy the enuarlousoess that all 
things have Ix-en done “decently and in order ' 
ThD much ws owe to our-eh >•*, our constituent* 
and to th« distinguished gentleman who receive# 
from this cau ‘it* the nomination lor the office of 
Senator in the t oncrefc# of the United State*, .Vs 
for »ii) *Jt, 1 shall try to enforce the rule* by 
which tins caucus should he governed, as i un¬ 
derstand them, without fvar. favor Of affection. 
More than this can nut be required of nt*. and I 
should forget nil claims to your respect or my 
own, if 1 vt erv to do less. 

CALL or Tint ROLL 

was then ordered. The names of two or 
three gout lemsn were called who were ab¬ 
sent, and those to whom they bad sent their 
proxies wished to know w hether they would 
au*wer for thorn. 

The Chairman said that they coul in’t vote 
them until the caucus so decided. The vote 
was announced 31 from the Senate and 8B 
from the House. 

Mr. Owens then moved that tbe members 
be allowed to vote proxies. Adopted. 

Mr. George Triplet then submitted the 
rules of the Committee on Rules, which 
were read to the body, which have already 
appeared in the Coc rich-Journal. 

(Senator Haggard said be thought the rules 
fair, but he thought an amendment necessa¬ 
ry. Ho said that a standing rule of the 
House, rule 43, provided that no rule could 
be changed save by a two-thirds vote. It 
was a rule in Democratic caucuses to let the 
majority rule. This was a good rule. It 
was possible that some of them might see the 
necessity of changing tbe rule. He therefore 
offered tbe following amendment: 

Anyone of the rulee of Ibis caucus mot be 
am"nded or altered or a new rule *4opted t>y a 
vote of a majority of thooe members of the cau¬ 
cus prevent and voting. 

Mr. John B. Fogle, of Marion, proposed 
the following: 

Kesuftwd. That any member of tbs caucus who 
presents tbe name of Any centienmn for the 
nomination Tor the position of United State* 
Souaior shall do so by mentioning Uie name and 
mJiriK* ut -aid gentleman, and any other ro 
mirk* -hull be considered out of ordvr 

Second—Any member of the caucus seconding 
tbe aomiuatlou shall be confined to mentioning 
the name of the gi-nUeman whose nomination he 
propose* to second, and any other remarks shall 
l>« considered uut of order. 

ALL wkll known. 

Mr. Fogle said that it was evident that 
this race was to be an exciting one. Tl:e 
history of all the candidates wa* too well 
known to need any puffing. For the purpose 
of preventing tho necessity of a statute for 
prevention of cruelty to animals, he hoped 
the resolution would be adopted. 

It was lost, amid much laughter, by a 
large majority. 

Mr. tiffutt moved that any member of this 
caucus abmeut when his name is called may 
vote oa such call by proxy in writing, and 
in all cases the vote by proxy shall bo cast 
by the person whtms name is given on tbe 
proxy. lii» amendment was adopted. 

The question uow came up on the report of 
the committee, and the report was adopted.

Senator Hays asked, if they w*re not able 
to nominate, what position they would be in. 

The Chair announced that be was unable 
to answer tbe gentleman’s interrogatory. 

Mr. Owens spoke iu favor of the resolu¬ 
tion. He did not want the Republicans to 
have the balance of power; all knew who 
bis choice was [applause], but he wanted him 
elected hv Democratic vote*. (Applause ] 
He would leave him aud vote for any other 
gentleman if there was any chance with the 
Republicans. (Applause 1 

Senator Haggard heartily seconded tho 
words of tbe gentleman from Scott; all 
knew who bis friend wan, and bis candidate, 
be knew, would scorn to bo elected in any 
other way than by Democratic votes. [Ap¬ 
plause.] 

Senator Rush, of Simpson, did not think 
that the resolution tended to help to reach a 
conclusion. It was too cumbersome. He 
was in favor of the good old Democratic 
custom. By what authority could these 
threo men, whom you selected, pontpv.ne tbe 
result I There was one way to settle tbe 
trouble in the family. If they were so 
anxious to getait'sait, let th.-ra drop tho 
hindmost candidate. [Applause.] That was 
the best ami simplest way. 

Mr. Julian said the gentleman seemed to 
forget that this caucus might not nominate; 
then tbe argus-eyed ;*erty, which they had 
fought so long, would detect their weaknv#»: 
the little handful of Republican* would cast 
their little vote for tbe lending candidate, 
and say they had. named the Democratic 
Senator from Kentucky. He was 
warm in support of hD candi¬ 
date, but if bo saw the Re¬ 
publicans come to that man with 
outstretched arms to shake his hands he 
would shake him. 

Mr. Offutt -tiggested that no nmn who fol¬ 
lowed Oro Gordo Williams—(Lopd applause 
and the rest or the sentence was lost in the 
uproar.] The friends of lieu. Will mint were 
in favor of that resolution. It was the other 
side that dallied and delayed. [Applause ] 
They were afraid to trust their leaden iu the 
cause of their friends. 

Senator Hallam said that If them were any 
other gentlemen who wished to put them¬ 
selves on record a* allies of tho RejKiblicans 
be would call for tho yens and nays. 
[Laughter.] 

Senator Bnsb denied that he was an ally of 
the Republicans, and Seuator Holism with¬ 
drew his call. 

A vote was taken, and the re&olutiou was 
adopted. 

The Chairman appointed Senators Cox, of 
Owen, and Haggard of Clark, asd Repre¬ 
sentative Triplet;, of Davie**.

Tb© members seom to Have a 
virtuous spell on just at present, and every 
bill wa* carefully scrutinized. The jobber*’ 
and -cbeniers had belter postpone their bill 
for several w eeks, as. in its present temper, 
the House will do nothing for them. 

FEDERAL AID TO EDUCATION. 

Mr. Ratcliff© offered tb© following joint 
resolution, which lies over on# day, viz:: 

Wneaiuft. Illiteracy prevails te an alarming 
extent throughout the Union: and, whtrea*. in¬ 
telligence ran nog the peopl" is the «ure»t guaran¬ 
tee of free Institutions; and. whereas, tbe com¬ 
mon school must be d"p*nded ou u» the chief 
mean* for removing this Illiteracy and ^curing 
this intelligence; and. whereas, rii* want of suf¬ 
ficient fund# is rh*fundamental obstacle in tbe 
war of "*tabtlablng an adequate sy«tem of com¬ 
mon schools where such does not enat, ami, 
whereas, poverty In some sections and in- 
diffvrrnce in others male it itnpooiihJe that 
with.it any reasonable time such funds wifi 
b# provided by local efforts where illiteracy most 
prevails; and, whereas, the emergency in the 
matter of education, mo pressing lu a large por¬ 
tion of the Union, ha* b- en in great part brought 
about by the action of the Federal Uovernment, 
In emancipating and enfranchising those who 
were once slaves, without providing for increas¬ 
ing th« school facilities ot the States in which 
Ih ) live, which were before insufficient, and 
wherein*, the Federal Government has richly en¬ 
dowed th<- new«r Mutes with public lands, to be 
used in establishing and maintaining adequate 
ay sterna of free schools, and whereas. Kentucky 
and other Matew have not bad their share of 
these public land# which were a common 
possession of all the Btates composing tb© 
Union; and whereas, tb# public lands have 
dw-**n Uspoaed of to such an extent by sale, by 
grant* f«»r educational purposes, nod by dona¬ 
tion* to railroad companies, that It is no longer

DETAILS OF TEE DISCOVERY* 


Newark. N. J.. Jan. 14—Oh arias Dal- 
momco'f body w#» found m th* orange 
mountain*. in the woods near Gen. McClel- 
Jan *s summer-house, at 10 o’clock this morn 
in*, by two boys. There w«ru no marks of 
violence. and be evidently died from oxpu»- 
ure. Nothing was missing from the body. 

Delmonico probably died January it. About 
£ that morning John Uretfenthal, who works 
for a farmor on the Orange mountain, while 
driving from Montclair to Orange, saw a 
man leaning wearily against a fence. He 
was at the junction of the road leading 
from Orange to Montclair. He it certain 
now the man was lielmonico. He hailed 
Dreffeuthal and begged shelter. The farmer 
and the speech of the wayfarer was so thick 
be could scarcely understand him. 1>*1- 
monico’s speech lias been thick since bis 
trouble came on. The night was bitterly 
cold, but the farmer was airaid of tramps, 
and. instead of Uktbg the man info his 
wagon, drove on. after directing him to 
Orange, a mile distant. The wanderings of 
the unfortunate man from this point can 
only be conjectured. He probably went 
aimlessly along the broad road on the moun¬ 
tain until overcome with cold, and laid down 
and was frozen to death. 

The Orange police took charge of the body 
and notified his friends >u New York 
County Physician Hawaii immediately vis¬ 
ited the place. The two boys were hunting 
rabbits and found the body under a tree in 
the woods on the mountain side below Gen. 
McClellan's residence. The clothing, jew 
elry and papers were undisturbed. It is sup¬ 
posed be wauoervd there and perished. 

The boys who discovered the body imme¬ 
diately went for assistance aod returned with 
several reeideuts of Orange vallev. Upon 
their arrival they turned the body over, for 
It wan lying on the face and frozen stiff, and 
immediately recognized the remains a.' tno-e 
of the ousting ‘ ha rim I lelmonico. letters 
found thereon established the fact at once. 
Nothing bad bceu removed from the body aud 
no signs of violence wore apparent. The 
ground around where tho dead man lay was 
unduturi*ed. The first two days after he 
disappeared were the most severe of the sea¬ 
son, and unless Heliuoniro had then ob¬ 
tained shelter he must surely have perished. 
The announcement of tho finding of the body 
produced great excitement nil over the 
town. Northfield avenue, whore the body 
was found, is about a nule and a half or two 
miles from Orange depot. At intervals 
along the avenue are isolated dwellings, in* 
Ursperad with woodland. The avenue is 
one of the principal street* of Orange, ex¬ 
tending from Alain street for miles ov*r the 
mountain to Ht. Cloud, and by wav of toe 
vallev between the first and socood moun¬ 
tains, thence to tho Passaic valley. It is a 
very fine drive, and is generally frequented by 
those who own carriages. Kxcept w hen the 
weather is very fins the number of travelers 
by the road is not many, aud it i», therefore, 
not regarded a* stranco fbai the unfortunate 
man might, aftor falling, have tain undis¬ 
covered until this morning. As Gen. Mc¬ 
Clellan, John Crops*v Brown, Georgs B. 
Hooker and other people live along this part 
of Northfield avenue it is thought DeJmomc© 
might have had a dazed idea of reaching one 
of their residences, but bis strength gave out 
before attaining bi» object. 

Delmonico's body woe found on the North- 
field road. Orange mountain, near I‘avis 
Coilamorr's place, and about a unle below 
Gen. McClellan’s. He probably walked olT 
the road luto a gully duripg the darkne«e 
and storm. The body was brought to the 
morgue, w hich was instantly surrounded by 
an immense crowd. He bad apparently 
been dead several days when found. He was 
partly covered with sand, and water was 
flowing over him. Hi* watch had stopped 
at seventeen minute* to B o’clock. The face 
was slightly bloated, but was otherwise un¬ 
changed. Messrs. Crist, John Hoey, Mora 
and Isaiah C. Babcock arrived no a special 
train to convey the remain* to New York. 

THE NEWS IN HEW YOKE. 

New Yoke, Jan. 14,—Wheuthe dispatch 
announcing the finding of Delmonico't Imdjr 
was received nt the Adams Express office, 
A. C. Babcock, to whom It was addressed, 
was already on bin wav to Orange. Mr. 
Hoev and Mr. Morn were discussing the 
latest clews together in Hoey's private room. 
Bangs, Manager of Pinkerton's Detective 
Agency, rushed in with the announcement: 
4, Wc have found the body." After a mo¬ 
ment's consultation, the four nn*u jumped 
into one of the Adam* Express wagons, and 
the driver lashed the horse* into a run. The 
party arrived at the station of the Morris 
and V.vssx railroad just in time to catch the 
train for Orange. 

It is probable Delmonlco. after leaving the 
elevated road train, went at onco to tba 
Peausylvnma road ferry, where he boarded 
the first train for Newark. After wander¬ 
ing about in the neighborhood where his 
gloves and piece* of letters aud other memo¬ 
randa wet* found, he walked back to Broad 
street and boarded on# of the borsa-cars 
running between Newark and Orange. The 
probabilities are be did not know In what di¬ 
rection be was going, and that when tho car 
arrived at the terminus of the road be 
walked in a dared condition along the North- 
field road, ami wandered ©if into the woods. 
The night was intensely cold, the tempera¬ 
ture descending nearly to zero, and, be¬ 
numbed. be probably bid down to sleep and 
was frozen to death. The discovery of the 
body was rande bv two thirteen vear old 
boy*—Edward Peer aud Frank Halluin—who 
were wandering on the sido of Orange 
mountain, between ID and 11 o'clock to 

da? 

The body was brought here lat* thi* after¬ 
noon end taken to an undertaker's, where it 
was placed in a casket aud then taken to his 
residence • n West Fourteenth 'treat The 
face of tho dead man looked very natural. 

I u wee .were visible except a sjicht w ound 
on the right aids of th* head, probably ro 
ceived in the fail over the bank, at the foot 
of which he was found. The bodv is In a 
perfect state of preservation, although it 
mu.it have been eight or nine days ago that 
Delonmico mot his death. The fact of its 
normal appearance l* explained by tne cold 
which prevailed. Tho funeral occurs Thurs¬ 
day morning, and the remain* will be in¬ 
terred in Deliaonlco vault in the old fct. 
Patrick's Cathedral, on Mott street.

Mow Milk la Adulterated With ftatipetre and 
Boras 

Wallkill, N. Y. t Jan. 14.—Car-load* of 
condenMHl milk, the cans all more or less 
twisted and out of sha|>e, and many of them 
torn and ripjRKl asunder, a* though rent bv 
some rxph*ivi* material, havo liven returned 
to Mr. John G. Borden's milk-condensing 
establishment, in this place, during the la**t 
eighteen months. Tba affair caused much 
surprise ns well as a great lose. Milk had 
never before been known to act that way. 
An investigation was begun, but for a loug 
time it developed nothin y. Nearly a hundred 
employes of the establishment were dis¬ 
charged The rutlk condensed was much re¬ 
duced, but *ti 1 the rent and twisted cans 
came back, and the cause of the rending and 
twisting remained a mystery. 

A chemist and a detective have, however, 
solved the tutelary. The former found that, 
in spite of ali the’ rules prescribed by Mr 
Borden for the extraction, preparation aud 
delivery of*tbe milk, which were very tmnut« 
aud particular, some cau* contained from 
five to six quarts of water. To conceal the 
pressure of this common fluid quantities of 
borax and saltpeter wore used, and this 
caused the trouble. The adulterated milk in 
the few cans being mixed with the other 
milk ruined the whole. It was a good deal 
more difficult to find out just who all the 
partis* wore who were doing the mischief, 
but they have been discovered. Mr. Bor- 
d»u savs he has learned that in June, ISbU, 
Cornelius H. Masten, a milk farmer, living 
in New Hurler, in lower Ulster county, at¬ 
tended a donation party In that place. 

There was some conversation about milk 
farmiug during the evening, and later he 
confidentially told some of bis friends that 
be would civs them a pointer as to how they 
could work off stale milk on "Borden,” who 
w-osso d—d particular. He said he thought 
tho farmers must report to some means to 

? ;ain an honest living, or words to that ef- 
ect. He told them to use a mixture of 
borax and saltpeter to freshen up the stale 
milk. These ingredients, he said, would con¬ 
ceal the presence of water and the fact that 
the milk waa old. and just so much the more 
could be sold. Two other small farmers w ho 
sold milk at the factory adopted the sug¬ 
gestion. "As soon as w* learned this, which 
we did not until we had suffered great loss, 
both financially and in reputation,’* said 
Mr. Borden, “we dropped these men from 
our list, and no milk was tnereafter received 
from them. These parties, of court*, bad 
spoiled nearly all our milk for some time, 
ami no wonder it came back on our hands. 
Yo*. prosecution has been talked of. but that 
would never remunerate os for our loss. 1 
am inclined to he a hide charitable in the 
matter." 

"Many of the farmers mav have been un 
acquainted with the company’s rule*, and 
many have needed education in the produc¬ 
tion and care of milk, ice houses, etc., etc. 
Many of them have not yet the means to 
provide themselves with the necessary 
facilities for preserving milk. This matter 
has really been magnified into a scandal to 
the great detriment of Orange aud Ulster 
county nnlk producers and the many hon¬ 
orable men who are serving us with good 
purs milk daily. After the most critical ex¬ 
amination the proportion of milk rejected 
by this company is insignificantly small 
compared with the amount dally received 
at Mr. Brewster’s Putnam couutv factory. 
During the month of December, 1888 , fiOO,- 
000 quart* were delivered aud but 1,800 re¬ 
jected; at Wassiac, Dutcbew county, 750,- 
(AAJ quarts were received and 1,800 rejected, 
and at Wallkill of 58,000 quarts a little over 
2.000 were rejected. The loe* to us occasion¬ 
ed by this practice of adulteration is hard to 
estimate, but it reached tar into the tbou-

Monday, Jnn. 14.—The grain markets 
Indicated wo important measure of recovery 
from the depression of Finlay ami btior* 
day. Ttere wm very active irndiuf; in 
wheat in the principal exchange*, but tb-re 
were larger offerings than bid*. and price* 
generally weakened farther in both Eastern 
and Western centers. Other cereals were 
also weak. Provision* were about sustained. 
Cotton was steady and without new fea¬ 
tures. The Uve-stock market* were lirui tor 
hogs and weak for outlie. 

In New York money was easy. Foreign 
exchange was quiet. Government bonds 
were higher. The stock market was very 
irregular and depress'd. 

The Financial Chronicle's railroad Ust 
shows a gross earning in December of #20,- 
780,303, a gain of $H25.25H as compared 
with December, 1883. In the year 1883 the 
gross earnings amounted to 1380,401,634. 
•bowing a gam of $36,803,666 as compared 
with the year 1883. Thia Uet of railroads 
comprises 46,094 miles of track, or about 38 
per cent, of the mileage of the United States. 
The mileage oi the roads reported increased 
by about the same per cent, as the gross 
earnings. 

The English wboat trado appears to be 
thoroughly demoralized for the present. 

The Democratic caucus of the Ken¬ 
tucky Legislature met at Frankfort last 
evening for the purpose of nominating a 
candidate for United Suites Senator. The 
names of Messrs. Williams, tD.ACK.BrKN 
ami SwtfcNKY were pluccd before the cau¬ 
cus. and the first ballot resulted in 53 votes 
for Williams, 44 for Blackburn and 
25 for Sweenky. Tbe only change 
in the four succeeding ballots was in a 
transfer of two vole* frdrn Sweeney to 
Blackburn, the filial vole being Will¬ 
iams 53, Blackburn 46 uml Sweeney 23. 
After five ballot* the caucus adjourned to 
meet again to-night. The voting in the 
Legislature begin* to day. 

A WHISKY SCARE-CROW. 

The following is from a recent issue of 
the New York Herald: 

“The Democrat* must here more courage than 
their predecessor* if tliev would avoid trouble 
over tbe dilemma of the whisky Lade, for the 
distillers and then bankers can afford to raise an 
immense corruption fund for the purpose of se¬ 
curing an eaten don of Uni*, and if the House 
vote* to suit the whisky people no amouut of ex¬ 
planation will persuade the public that the de¬ 
cision is not bought and paid tor. Ten per ceuL 
of the tax that should be paid between 
now and November next would be ufbro 
money than any party hai ever liad for 
a Presidential campaign fund, but the 
whisky lntore«-t can better afford to supply It 
than to pay tbe tax and remove and sell the 
goods. For their party 's sake, as well a* for the 
public good, die Democrat* should refuse to 
make of tho distillers a specially favored class." 

Drives from all arguments which appeal 
to tbe rousou and Intelligence of Congress, 
the If raid ha* been forced, a* the loot re¬ 
sort in Its senseless fight against the 
Whisky Bill, to address it* arguments to 
the fears of Congressmen. It turns from 
it* appcnl* to duly, and endeavors to influ¬ 
ence ifrpivsciitntivos through the base 
quality of cowardice. This i* certainly 
very flattering to the Democratic mcm tiers, 
to whom it specially direct* it* threat* and 
warning*. 

Not at all with the view of relieving the 
mind of these gentlemen from the terror 
expected to be inspired by these *illy 
threat*, but only for tkc purpose of dis¬ 
abusing the public of any false impres¬ 
sions. we propose briefly to consider tbe 
JJerald's p-Vition. 

In the* firet place it must occur to any 
rnun of common understanding that the 
same disingenuous and unfair weapons 
might bo brought into exercise against 
either side of any practical question which 
might happen to cngnqe the attention of 
Congress. No practical question or issue 
can become a subject of leglilniion without 
involving one or more private interest*, 
whether they appear with privileges to 
protect, or grievance* to redress, or not. 
The great mi«s of legislation is upon sub¬ 
ject* of operative industry of some kind, 
whether manufacturing, banking, naviga¬ 
tion, the railroad, agriculture, mining, etc., 
and scarcely any question cun arise with¬ 
out touching some great private interest. 
The I Jerald's apjx'al to the cowardice of 
members would lie therefore always in or¬ 
der, on all questions and on all occasions. 
To resort to such r»n argument without 
adequate facta to sustain it. or without 
eveu circumstance* of suspicion to give it 
color. Is a grave discredit to uny paper tu 
the ranks of rcspocUblo journalism. It 
implies two thing*—first, that the writer 
bat no argument to address to the under¬ 
standing or to the higher motives of human 
conduct; and second, that he seeks to dic¬ 
tate iu premise* concerning which he bus 
no tangible ground for his own opinions, 
Of course, the case would Ik? quite differ 
ent if reasonable grounds could lie ad¬ 
vanced for suspecting that money is being 
used to itifitiettce member*. We elialleuge 
the Herald in this connection to furnish us 
soma of tho reasons for tho insinuation 
that Senator* nod He presen ta lives muy be 
bought and sold for money. 

The bill under di*ciis.<dou bus the ap¬ 
proval of the Net* ret ary of the Treasury, 
of tho Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
and it is believed of the President of the 
United Ntoiea Arc these distinguished 
officials liable to bo suspected of bribery* A 
measure substantially the same a* this bill 
passed the Senate at the Inst session of 
Congress, and a much stronger hill passed 
the House of Representative* two year* 
ago by a round majority, while the House 
was a Republican body. Is there any 
mom here for hint* nt corrupiiou? Or docs 
the Herald want us to believe that the 
whisky men own the Cabinet, the Senate 
aud tho Uauseof Representatives? Faugh! 
It is simply indecent. 

Tbe Jit raid 1* well enough ad vised in 
the late bwtory of legislation to re- 
cognize and admit the correctness 
of this proposition: The whisky bill 
now pending or some equivalent measure, 
has furnished a demonstration on 
diver* occasions in the last two years that 
such legislation a* U asked for could com¬ 
mand the approval of the majority of our 
Senators and Representative* in two 
sessions of Congress, but legislation has 
been defeated rather by influences of u 
fortuitous or accidental character then 
such as refer to tho real statu* and merits 
of the question. - T here have been blund¬ 
ers, and accidents, and ill-advised change* 


of policy, and. until recently, radical 
divisions of opinion. It Is to these 
agencies that the failure of hddntion Is 
to be ascribed, and not at all to the fact 
that tho merits of tbe case have at any 
time failed to commend it to the good 
sense and sagacity of Congressmen. This 
tho Hrrald must know to lx* true. 

. in raising (hi* scare crow In-fore our 
Democratic majority in ibe House the 
Herald pays our representatives „n ex¬ 
ceedingly sorry compliment. The plea 
presupposes a wcuknesa of moral fiber and 
of mind which exists only in the Herald* 
imagination. It has been abundantly 
demonstrated, moreover, that the public 
M.*n»« of right and justice, has rewards in 
stead of suspicion to preseut to our public 
servants who have heretofore been true to 
their duty and to the dictates of sound 
political economy In treating this great 
question favorably. No public man of the 
day stands higher in popular esteem and 
confidence than the representative chain 
pious of fair dealing with this trade— Car¬ 
lisle. Bkck, Morrison, Kelley. Kao- 
son. Sherm an. Bayard and other*. Tlic 
brilliant Speakership victory gained by 
Carlisle, a man to whoec courage and 
ability the trade is perhaps mere indebted 
than to any other, at least in the House of 
Representatives, and the signal defeat of 
Randall, the chief Democratic opponent 
of the proposed legislation, signally illus¬ 
trates our argument. 

It is not to be inferred from this that the 
whisky Interest wo* a factor in the Speak¬ 
ership contest, as it is well known that the 
cardinsl issue in Hist contest, aside 
from the personal merits of the rival 
candidates, was tbe protective tarill. The 
result, however, shows, contrary to the 
warniugs of the Herald, that Congressmen 
do not hazanl their reputation and popu¬ 
larity by doing their duty fearlessly in this 
matter, in defiance of the idle vnporings of 
prejudice and cant. 

We may also assure the JleraUl that the 
conduct of the proposed legislation is left 
entirely to the control of Congressmen, 
upon whom it will devolve to discuss and 
settle It on its merit* a* a question of po¬ 
litical economy. There arc no whisky 
men, dealer* or distillers, to he found 
about the lobbies of Congress or tho ho¬ 
tels of Washington. There is no hired 
lobby to look after 1L It will stand or full 
on its merit! And all these proposition* 
we invite the H raid to investigate and, 
if possible, to controvert. 

Tbe Herald says: “For their party’s 
sake, as well as for the public good, the 
Democrats should refuse to make of the 
distillers a specially favored class." So 
say wc. But on tho same plea of party 
and country we warn the Drroocrats not 
to heed the cant and prejudice which 
cominauds them to make of this great 
commercial interest a specially persecuted 
das*. The mutter should be considered 
and treated as a purely commercial ques¬ 
tion, as an issue in political economy. The 
whisky trade desires nothing belter than 
to be placed in a position similar to that 
occupied by other departments of com¬ 
merce. They ask no bounties. no loans, 
no special privileges of any kind. 
They simply seek to be relieved of a 
fearful special liability or disability, from 
which no other trade is suffering. They 
merely usk that distraint for taxes on three- 
year goods in hand be postponed for two 
years, except that portion which may be 
withdrawn for consumption. Tho Treas¬ 
ury is to retain control of such stocks a* 
at present, and U ultimately to collect the 
entire tux, so that nothing will be lost to 
the revenue. Even if the Willis bill 
posses, the Treasury will collect in the 
two years of such extension not less than 
sixty-five to seventy million dollars per on 
ntttn, ami will still collect an annual surplus 
of revenues of at least one hundred mill¬ 
ion*. In a nut-shell, the bill is a meas¬ 
ure which propose* to relievo a trade 
which Inis paid the Government a thou¬ 
sand million dollars of revenue of the ne¬ 
cessity of advancing in taxes at immense 
unnecessary sacrifice* four tidies the value 
of the large stocks in bond two to five 
years before the goods can be sold. This 
cause would certainly prevail in auy Gov¬ 
ernment in Christendom. 

It U to be mined that an ill-advised at¬ 
tempt Is being made to push another 
measure of a very sweeping character ns a 
substitute for tbe simple and specific mens- 
ure of extension piop<*ed by Wilms. 
This should bo ignored, and should not be 
allowed to confuse the plain issue now in 
hand. It i* eminently appropriate just 
now to heed one of the favorite maxims of 
President Lincoln, and not to swap horses 
while crossing a river. 

CATCHING AT STRAWS. 

For a party which pretends to believe 
that the Democracy will not have the 
courage to champion turilf reform in the 
coining tumpuign, the Republicans—or 
UmProtectionistAasthcy nrculsocalled--are 
doing an immense amount of work to con¬ 
vince Lbom&cJve* uud the couuity of thu 
fact. 

T hey indeed to be all at once so 

intensely solicitous for the welfare of the 
Democratic party that they are warning it 
of the danger which thrvulcu* it, oil vising 
it how to avoid this rock ou which it will 
go to piece*, and seizing every Incident 
which they can construe iu auy way a* an 
in dicat i o n tlmt their counsel* will be heeded 
and the Democracy saved. 

The latest straw of this kind which they 
have eagerly gripped is tbe nomination of 
Mr. Payne for United States Senator by 
the Democratic caucus of the Ohio Leg *• 
lain re. 

At first they were loud In their assur¬ 
ance* that iu thU choice the Ohio Demo¬ 
crat* hod declared against civil service re- 
form; but civil service reform 1* a question 
of small consequence to the Republicans 
just now, while the matter of preventing a 
reduction of the tarill la of momentous con¬ 
cern to them; consequently they arc quick 
lu turn their attention to the latter. 

Theie being nothing in the recent con¬ 
duct of the Ohio Senatorial contest on 
which to base a claim that tbe result was a 
pronunciation in favor of a protective 
tariff, the Republicans have gone to rum¬ 
maging arouud iu Mr. Payne* ••record," 
and have pounced upon a speech delivered 
by Jiim over a year ago at a banquet in 
Cleveland, iu which be is reported to have 
said: 

“Free trad* Its* never been accepted by the 
(totwnmml of any civilized mitioa, aud is iiu* 
F ractlcnll* and impoe»iolc, and those words, 
•for revenue only,* unwisely interted in the plat¬ 
form of IHMi. lust to tu« D«nit><cnu?y Ibe Preri- 
deucy aud ail « hich that L«* implies, and a like 
fatality a (U aosurvdly follow a repetition of the 
foilv lu any future campm/n. ** 

He m e the Republicans ure proclaiming 
with gusto that this is tlic sentiment of 
the Ohio Democracy on the tar inquest ion. 

How indefensibld luusl bo thu cuuso 
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which finds It necessary to rely on such 
arguments ns this. In the first place the 
majority of the Democratic member* of 
the Ohio Legislature in voting for Mr. 
Payne made no declaration on the tariff 
question. It was nut an issue. Anything 
like practical consideration* were com¬ 
pletely crowded out of the contest by the 
intense personal and factional character of 
the flight. It was simply a local and un¬ 
fortunate strifo within tho pnrtv. a con¬ 
tinuation of the rivalries uml inflamed 
feeling which had their origin in certain 
quarter* during the State campaign. 

Instead of taking the paragraph quoted 
ns expressive of the position of tho Ohio 
Democrats on the tariff, we will furnish 
the Republicans one on which they can 
place more dependence: 

“A tariff for revenue hmitod to n<-ce*s!U*a of 
the Government economically administered and 
eo adjust*! in it* application on to prevent un¬ 
equal burdens, euci>uriw«* productive Interests at 
hums and afford Just compensation to labor, but 
not to create or foster monopolies. *’ 

This is a plank in the State platform on 
which the Ohkl Democrats gnined their 
victory last fall, and on which they elected 
the representatives who voted for Mr. 
Paynk. 

It means simply the ‘Tariff for revenue 
onlv” against which Mr. Paynk a year 
ago spoke. “A tariff for revenue limited 
to necioritica of the Government economi¬ 
cally administered" can mean nothing else, 
“and so adjusted in its application as to 
prevent," etc, U slraplv an expression a* 
to the adjustment of that incidental pro¬ 
tection which must accompany* even a 
“lunff for revenue only." 

The position of the Ohio Democracy on 
the tariff can not, therefore, be confused 
with any opinion which Mr. Payne may 
have expression! in the past. 

A* to Mr. Payne’s present views on this 
question, the extract quoted from his last 
year's speech may or may not do liiin jus¬ 
tice. Nobody is going to disagree with 1dm 
that free trade, while we have a (urge reve¬ 
nue to raise. Is impracticable, ntul his dec¬ 
laration that “tboie word*, ‘for revenue 
only.’ unwisely inserted in the platform of 
1880. lost the Democracy the Presidency," 
does not weigh very much in fiicc of the 
fact that Gen. Hancock shuttled off of 
this very plank of the platform, and there¬ 
by stumbled into his own downfall. 

Mr. Payne may also remember that in 
1876 those same word* were in our Na¬ 
tional platform, accompanied by several 
others of such vigor and pertinency that 
Uuy wiU bear muling to-day: 

••Wt denounce ihe present tariff, levied upon 
newly 4,000 article*, as a masterpiece of Injus¬ 
tice. ineqtiulity and false preteuve. It has im¬ 
poverished nAny Industrie* to summits# a few 
It prohibit* Import* that might purebaae tha 
product* of American labor, it has degrad'd 
American commerce from the first to an inferior 
rank on the high sea* Jt hoe cut down the sale# 
of American manufacturers at home aud abroad, 
and depleted the returns of American agriculture 
—an industry followed by half our people. It 
coat* the people five time* more than It produce* 
to the treasury, obstruct* the procesa of produc¬ 
tion and waatea the fruits of l*l»>r. It promotes 
fraud, fosters aimqfglinc. enrichre dishonest ofil- 
ciais and bankrupt* honest inr re ban? a We de¬ 
mand that all custom-houae taxation shad be 
only for revenue. “ 

Mr. Payne, in addition to this, may re¬ 
member that there was no equivocation 
nor evaainn in this campaign, and 
tliat the candidate stood squarely on the 
platform* Mr. Payne will not forget, 
furthermore, that he himself was nn ar¬ 
dent supporter of the Democratic candi¬ 
date and principles iu Hint contest, and 
that when he wim a member of the Electqyal 
Cum mission he maintained firmly that this 
candidate aud these principles had tri¬ 
umphed before the people. 

But. alter all, if Mr. Paynk did express 
the sentiment* attributed to him a year 
agp. it is not probable, ns a sagacious ob¬ 
server of the drift of public opinion, that 
be would re ntier them to-day. As the 
poet put* it, 

••There are no birds In last year’* nests.** 


OUR COMMERCIAL INTERESTS. 

Yesterday was a day of very general 
interest in commercial circle*, the Board 
of Trade and the Southern Exposition 
holding each its snuuul meeting, and each 
transacting important business. 

The election for Directors of the Board 
of Trade has lx?cn the chief topic of dis¬ 
cussion tot some weeks past, and as a re¬ 
sult the meeting was very large and 
enthusiastic. and voting was brisk from 
the opening to the closing of the poll! 
Though the opposition mustered in 
strength, the result was a triumph for the 
old Director*, or “the regular ticket," as it 
was called, which contained a number of 
new names. Twenty-three out of twenty- 
six unities on the regular ticket 
were elected, though it should be 
and that u number of name* were on all 
the tickets. The very best spirit was mani¬ 
fested throughout the day, and the rcvult 
leuWM no ill feeling lu any quurter uud un 
cause for any. 

At night the meeting of the Exposi¬ 
tion stockholders was hi. Id, and though 
it was not a* large Is it would have 
been had tho weather been propi¬ 
tious, still nenrly 4.UOO shares were

UNWARY FREE-TRADERS. 

The protection paper* ure just now spin¬ 
ning out columns of congratulations that 
some failures in the iron trade have been 
made In Birmingham, England, tbe tenor 
of their commoau being that this proves 
that the depression in our own iron business 
is not due to protection. 

Tbls is on a par, or probably a little 
above pur. with tho average argument of 
the protectionUt 

The wall with which n high-tariff man 
hems in his busmens and its rclat ions seem* 
also to limit uml narrow bis meutul virion 
and method! 

Being accustomed to look upon business 
from the artificial standpoint on which an 
illiberal legislation has piucod it for him, 
he? appear* to lie incapable to comprehend 
it in iu development* and relations, ac¬ 
cording to the natural laws of trade, under 
which—or under iroe trade if he please— 


there must be commercial fluctuation! 
But if he will really take the trouble to 
look into these receut failures in Birminj? 
bam. he will find tlmt they are due pri¬ 
marily to the vorv amine protective law* 
which have brought about the depression 
iu »be iron trade in this country. 

The assertion that these failures, in a 
country where free trade prevails, an? 
largely due to the high tariff in thU 
country, may astound the average pro¬ 
tectionist, hut it is never!heleu* true. 

But a short while ago there was such n 
demand f«* steel rails iu America Unit, un¬ 
der the protective policy obtaining here, 
price* wens actually forced up to that point 
at which the English manufacturer could 
pay the duty of $28 a ton. together with 
freight, nndthen sell his rail* at a profit in 
the Uuilcd States. Of course the English 
lron-srude was proportionately aUiuulated 
by this, ni:4 preparations were made to 
supply this demaud which promoted to be 
lasting. Bet with rail* selling at nenrly 
$R> a ton, ntul, relying on our protective 
tariff to keep up thu prices at least in that 
neighborhood, there wis such activity 
among our tnanufut lurcr*that overproduc¬ 
tion uni tlx? consequent grout decline in 
price* inevkubly resulted. 

This condition of thing*, brought about 
by the mistaken confidence of our tnnnu 
facture» in the protection which a high 
tariff would afford, of course baa damaged 
heavily tho** English firms which hud 
supposed tiiui price* iu tin* country would 
continue at figures at w hich they could 
ship to our murker. *nd who made pre 
parations accordingly. 

If there is any aalufactinn. therefore, to 
the proteatonUis iu reflecting that the 
boomerang measure* dr* 1 "*' 1 * their 

benefit and operating to their detriment 
have also injured in the same way the 
hated free trailer* of England,they cun rnnko 
tho most of tills satisfaction.

LITKHAKT. 

4’onfcderala War Paper*. 

It has been written that the true history of 
an ovent could never be written within tho 
decade In which it transpired, and that the 
best hUtory would bo written of atich on 
event in the century following it. Thia, be¬ 
cause facta are many sided, and time should 
be given to collect the testimony from every 
point of view. The “Confederate War 
Papers" is a book of nearly four hundred 
pages, the author of which u none other than 
Maj. Gen. GuWnvus W. Smith, one of thu 
three ranking Genontls of tho Army of 
North Virginia in 1361. The work iain *ome 
respects a reply to the war history of cx 
President Jefferson Davis, but tt may claim 
superiority over (he most of books filled 
with assertions, iu that tbe points taken Are 
proven by documentary evid<nu:«. Ihe 
volume opens with an account of the visit of 
Mr. Davis to Fairtax L'oun-hou vj early in 
Octobor, 1861 Gen. Johnston commanded 
the army, with Gen. Beauregard in com¬ 
mand of the First i.orpa aud Gen. G. \V. 
Smith of tho Second. It wa* seen by tbe 
tbit© General# that thu forces of the Con¬ 
federate States were at the highest attaina¬ 
ble point without arms from abroad; that thu 
spirit of tbe army demanded action, nud tlmt 
a winter in the mud of Centerville would re¬ 
duce onr army in every way, while tint 
of the North was growing every day. 
Mr. Davis was urged to withdraw* men from 
other points m order to attack thu enemy 


with such force a* might win decisive re¬ 
sults. He replied that it was his duty to de¬ 
fend the w hole territory, and did not accept 
the opinion of Gen. Smith, that an attack 
which put Washington city in aieze would 
reiiev# Kentucky and the Waat by forcing a 
coummtration *<t Union trooju. He (Mr D.) 
*aid he could only increase the army of Vir¬ 
ginia Ly recruit*, and that he had only 2.&U0 * 
muakeU to arm. them u itb. Thu result of 
the Pr^sidml’a alatement wn* the inaction 
of tho Army all whiter. The two other Gen¬ 
eral* rnnfirm thi* statement of Gen. Smith, 
an t the reaaou i* now otflciaLy giveu, why 
the ex i*np|f of the Homan pon^ul was not 
followed, by actively “carrying tbe war 
Into Africa." Gen. rimiih, however, give* 
the repiy of President Davia to hi* criticism, 
and, in the littlo time allowed for the exam¬ 
ination of so important a book, the treat¬ 
ment of the subject* nearn* to be fair. Tho 
diacUMion of the war policy of the Confed¬ 
erate administration tills five chapters, and 
many valuablo war paponi now appear for 
the first time. The movement* of Gen. 
Johnston's army up to tbo time of with¬ 
drawal from the Peninsula are given in the 
terse, dear English which it characteristic 
of Gen. Smith. Part second of the book take* 
up the important subject of thedeiuute of 
the Lower Mb*ta»ippi and the evacuation of 
New Orleans. Tuere are ten chapter* of thia 
part, and in it Gen. Smith seems a little un¬ 
fair, for he censure* tbe President for doing 
in thu deportment what he had been advised 
to do at the Fairfax conference. It was th* 
order of tbo Secretary of War, C. S. A., to 
send 5.000 mon of Gen. Lovell's command 
at New Orleans up to Columbus, Ky. f with 
tbe staterueut tliat New Orleans was to Le 
defended from above. Also tho order to 
send the ironclad “Louisiana" up tho river, 
relying upon the rlvur forts to sink the 
wooden fit ol that was in the gulf. This |>art , 
of th* lK>ok Is as intensely mtere-tmg as a 
novel, aud should be studied by all who wi*h 
the fact* as to how Gen. Butler came to com- 
maud in New Orleati* and by all who ad¬ 
mire vivid end aimoet dramatic portrayal of 
facts. Part third condat* of “Notes on the 
Battle of Seven Pines or Fair Oaks." in 
this the important movement* for the defense 
of Richmond in May, 1N'»2, are detailed, 
aud Gens. Johnson ami Beauregard are 
prominent in the scenes, while Gen J. K. It. 
Stuart appears for the first time in the book, 
and Gen. Lee, now associate I with tbe Presi¬ 
dent as the Commanding Grneral, is seen 
riding w ith tbe President to the line* of bat¬ 
tle. It may be said hero that Mr. Davl* ex¬ 
p-rusted Mime dissatisfaction when infvriued of 
hi* #.action to the Chief Magistracy by the 
Montgomery Congre^a, aud said tu thought 
himself better fltu-dfur a military command. 
Gen. Smith seeuis to give the Pruaident 
credit for going in person to meet of the 
bauie-flelds within hi* reach. In part 
fourth of th# book Geo. Lee appears in com¬ 
mand of the Army cf North Virginia, and 
ttio defunar* ol iUohtuoud and of North Car- 
oliuA are lully and ably treated of. Thia 
guttural section, eight chapters lung, admits 
us to the secret of the enmity of Gen. Haitth 
to Mr. Davis, and gl/es the details of the 
promotion of fivo junior officers, over his 
bead, to tbe rank of Lieutenant General. 
The writer of tins notice has so often heard 
of these details from the lips of Gen. G. W. 
Smith that they are not so fresh and start¬ 
ling to buu as thoy will be to too must of 
readers of tho book. It is largely a personal 
quarrel, but thu letter of Mr. Davis, indorsed 
upon the resignation of Gen. Smith, and 
Gen. G, W. smith's reply, are among the 
moat spicy and pungent papers of tho great 
“unpleasantness." On page 328 of the book 
Is Gen. Smith's positive denial of th* charge 
of implication in the proposal of a war con¬ 
ference at Yorktowu to depoee the civil Con¬ 
federate Government and appoint Gen. J. 

E Johnston as Dictator. He told the Presi¬ 
dent that no such conference was evor held; 
uo »uch proposal ever made. If such a pro¬ 
posal wa* ever made by anybody at auy 
time Gen. Robert Toomb*, n< Georgia, 
khould know t-t it, a* bo was one of 
the mo>t d.*saU»U«d of the Geuerala. 
Probably tho whole matter b«ioug* to what 
some critic calls “tho facts that ain't so." 

A fine ster}* portrait of Gen. G. W. Smith is 
iu the hook, anu very much of the matter it 
contains L new documentary light upon the 
point* at issue between Gen. J. E. Johnston 
and Mr. Davit, and iu agreement with tbe 
old statement* of Senator Joseph E. Brown 
reviewing Mr. Davis' policy, as also with 
tne position* of ex Vice-president A-. H. 
Stephens iu bis “War Between the States." 
There are three maps, and the price of the 
book is $2, of the author, No. 10, Perry 
fetrevt.

any source. The chief onu-e of the decline 
wa* the continued liquidation by a large 
operator, supposed to bo D. O. Mill*. He 
was very bullish on the market last Septem¬ 
ber, " hen it is believed ho overloaded heavily. 
The street stone* are that Mr. Mill* ha* 
Gred of carrying hi* load, and has deter¬ 
mined to rid himself of it. Tbo stock* most 
affected by thi* wore Erie, Omaha preferred 
and common and Erie seconds, ail of which 
declined seriously under hi* offering*. Tb# 
downward movement in West Shore bond* 
cuutiuued, and very heavy lots were sold on 
a declining scale of 65%. New York Cen¬ 
tral wa* weak, with a prospect that West

Th* Jnry Impsnrlr* aud Ml Itrndy For Ihe 
Taklug of Bthleere lo-da>. 

Pittsburgh, Jan. 14.— The trial of Jos. 
Nutt, for the killing of Duke*, commenced 
thi* morning in the Criminal Court before 
Judge Stow*. Two hours before th* O|>on- 
lug of tb* court the corridurs aud stairway 
leading to the room were literal I v packed. 
Whii* the crowd was waiting, young Nutt 
was exanitued by Dr. Higgs, who will prob¬ 
ably be called as a witues*. Of course he 
declined to give an expression of the object 
of his visit aud the result. Court was called 
to order at 16:30, and after tho counsel and 
jurors were seated, the crowd outside was 
admitted, and in fire minutes the room was 
crowded to repletion aud the doors closed. 

The prisoner w as then brought in and took 
a seat in the dock. Ho was dressed in a 
plain black suit, and looked pale from hi* 
long confinement, but conqioited. Tho pris¬ 
oner wa* arraigned in due form, and an¬ 
swered firmly “not guilty." Out of the 
panel of sixty jurors only six fado -1 to an¬ 
swer to their names. Tbe work of impanel¬ 
ing th# jury then commencei. 

At 1:30 this afteruiK/n forty juror* bad 
becu examined and four accepted. No ad¬ 
journment was taken for dinner. Whileone 
juror was being examined a large bouquet 
was sent down from tbe gallery nnd placed 
on the table In front of Nutt. Before the 
paper was removed Judge Stow* said: 
'•There must be uo more of that. If 1 observe 
any p*r>on bringing bouquets into th* court¬ 
room 1 will have them committed." The 
bouquet was allowed lo remain and tbo ox- 
aminattou was continued. At 3 r. M. tea 
jurors had boon accepted and tbe panel wan 
exhausted, after which the court took a 
recess until 8 o'clock to allow the .Sheriff 
time to summon sufficient taieauiun to com¬ 
plete thr jury. 

Mrs. Nutt and daughter Lizzia have ar¬ 
rived in the city, but were not present at th# 
trial to-day.* Hon. Dan. Vooriuxw, of coun¬ 
sel for the defense, bos not yet arrived. 

When court reconvened thirty taiesmon 
w«re presented by the Sheriir and th© two 
remaining Jurors selected without difficulty. 
Th© court then adjourned until ();30 to¬ 
morrow. The Jury as a whole is considered 
an excellent one ana as lino looking a body 
of m*n os ever sat in jinlguieut on so im¬ 
portant a case In Allegheny county. Th* 
defense is satlsh«d that ail acquittal will be 
obtained.

And now tbo prospect of war cam** nearer 
Forae. Trouble is browing in the Obi© River 
pool ami the likelihood of its fermenting and 
rnnning over the pan is decidedly bright. It 
all eome about by a little transaction in Cin¬ 
cinnati recently. It seems a theatrical party, 
filling an engagement in one of the theaters 
in that city, desired transportation to Chica* 
ga and the manager called at the office of the 
Chicago, St. Louis and Pittsburgh road 
(Pan-handle) to get the lowest theatrical 
rate. After a little while a letter was 
brought forth from Mr. Frank Van Dusen, 
Assistant General Passeuger Acent of the 
Une, agreeing to carry the party, 16 in num¬ 
ber, for $6 iNi each, wnieb offer was accept¬ 
ed. The lowest theatrical rate set by the 
Ohio Hirer pool is $5 DO. Now* the “Monou” 
people bad also been negotiating with the 
theatrical party concerning transportation, 
and the party's sudden silence ou the subject 
excited suspicion. The Motion agent at ttiat 
point was then instructed to investigate the 
matter and find what road tho party would 
go over, Investigation revealed the facts 
stated above. Tbo agent was then instructed 
to offer to transport tho party over the Monon 
route to Chicago, taking the tickets pur¬ 
chased from thaC., St. L. and P. in exchange 
for Monon tickets. This was agreed to, and 
the partv left for Chicago Sunday night over 
the C.. H. and D., tbo Motion's connection 
at Cincinnati. The Fan-handle tickets, to¬ 
gether with Mr. Van Dusen‘s letter, wore 
sent to tbe Motion's General Pa«*enger and 
Ticket Agent in this city, and they will bo 
turned over for redemption to Commissioner 
Richardson, of the Ohio riTer pool, to day. 

Wbat the outcome of this break will be no 
one can tell. The fool arrangement is that 
all tickets shall tie redeemed at their full 
value, and the tickets will have to be taken 
up according to that rule by the Pan-bandi*. 
Should that gpeul refuse to redeem tlum at 
the full rate.lfrjTnr will be certain. Insnv 
event thing* !™ rather blue for the C., st^u 
L and P., and the outcome is very uncer¬ 
tain. Their side of the question has not as 
yet been heard, but is looked for anxiously.

A RUMOR 

or THK 8ALE OS TIIX KENTUCKY CENTRAL 
HOAD BT UR. HUNTINGTON DEMID. 

It was rumored cm the streets yesterday 
that Mr. C. F. Huutington, principal owner 
of the Kentucky Central road, had received 
and was considering an offer to sell that 
road to a syndicate formed for the purpose 
of buying and operating it. A reporter 
called on Gen. John Echols, Vice President 
of the C., O. aud 8. W., Mr. Hunting- 
ton's Southern road, aud informed him of 
the rumor, asking what he thought of it. 
The General staled that he bad beard the 
subject mentioned, but did not believe there 
was any foundation at all for the rumor. 
Some months since Mr. Huntington bud re¬ 
ceived offers from a party of capitalist* who 
desired to purchase tho Kentucky Central, 
but be declined to consider them, saying he 
was well satisfied with tbo workings of the 
road and had the highest opinion of it* 
future success. 

The Keutucky Central is tho connecting 
link between the Chesapeake and Ohio at 
Lexington and Cincinnati, and Mr. Hunt¬ 
ington is too shrewd a man to sell it, won 
though he could moke a good profit on the 
slock. _ 

ANNUAL MEETING. 

TBX miLADKLl’UlA AND HEADING ANNUAL 
KEl'oUT allOWS A GOOD NUT PROFIT. 
Philadelphia, Jan 14. — The annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Philadel¬ 
phia and Reading Railroad Company was 
held this afternoon. Provident Gowea read 
hi* annual report. It shows a surplus of $2.- 
137,262, thus allowing ? per cent, on pre¬ 
ferred and 6 per cent, on common stork, 
with a balance of $57,634 applicable to the 
payment of interest on deferred bond*. The 
net profit* of both the railroad and coal 
companies were $15,385,842, out of 
which all rental* and mu-r—t accounts 
have been met, leaving tbo surplus 
stated above. Reference i» made to 
the building of a road by the Baltimore and 
Ohio from Baltimore to Philadelphia, with 
which it is expected the Reading will make 
connection via Schuylkill river with the K*»t 
and West-aide roads, recently incorporated 
The report speaks of the gient increase in 
anthracite coal production, and predicts be¬ 
fore long a demand equal to the producing 
power of the entiro pro|»erty. This, the re¬ 
port says, grows out of the new avenuos of 
traffic opened with the PnilarMphia and 
Reading roud. The report closes with a 
recommendation for the creation of a col¬ 
lateral trust loan of $12.0Q0,<XK), at 5 per 
cent., to pay off the floating debt on tho in¬ 
come-mortgage bonds and purchase outright 
60,000 share* of Jersey Central stock. 

The report adds; "The trust loan will not 
increase the floating dent., but, on the con¬ 
trary, wih reduce fixed charges.” 

Mr. Antelo offered a senes of resolutions 
accepting and adopting tin. ref>ort aud in¬ 
dorsing the contract* aud engagement* 
recommended with various companies, 
project* of constriction and the propu-vd 
collateral trust loan of $12,000,000, and 
thanking the managers for their conduct of 
the affairs of tbo company. Adopted 
President Uowen offered a resolution lu 
favor of adjourning the meeting till the 281 h 
insl.. to enable the stockholder* in tho mean¬ 
time to examine the ruport uf the managers, 
that they might vat. intelligently on the 
question of a dividend. Agreed to 
The officers elected were: President. 
George Do B. Kvm; Manager;*, J. It. Lip- 
pincott, Henry Lewis, J. V. Williamson, 
Edward C. Knight, Joseph H. Altemn-. and 
Loring A. Robertson; Treasurer, William 
A. Church; Secretary, Albert Foster. 

President Goweu *aJd be had received a 
large number of proxies in rofereuce to the 
question of declaring a dividend. A large 
number are in favor of declaring a dividend, 
and unless other* is>* msu-ucied he should 
consider it hi* duty to vote for it. At the 
same time he was also bt-und to *tatc that he 
had received a large number or proxies with 
contrary instruction*, and quite a number 
leaving the Question entirely to hi* judg¬ 
ment. He thought the interval allowed or 
the adoption of Hie resolution for adjourn¬ 
ment to the 28th met. would afford ample 
time for examination by the managers of 
the report, ami allow every stockholder to 
vote intelligently. * 

Mr. Harkneoabad rend a letter from prom¬ 
inent corporations and citizen* of New York, 
and a petition from »ti!l larger individuals 
and companies «,f Philadelphia, urging upon 
Gowan the importance of hi* remaining at 
the head of the Philadelphia imJ lb udiug 
Railroad Compauv. Mr. Hark net, then, on 
behalf of the meeting, presented a serit-. of 
resolutions unqualifiedly indorsing President 
Gowan’* adminiAtratiuti. and exonerating 
him from all blame for the late financial em¬ 
barrassment of the company, w I itch, the res¬ 
olutions recite, wn* due to* the fact that the 
stockholders in the emergency preceding the 
receivership declin' d to take Mr. Gounit's 
advice. The meeting received the i**.du- 
tions with much approval. 

President Gowan objected to any action on 


the resolution*, and said ho could not con¬ 
sent to any action I'omplinientary to uitnself 
at a meeting at which he held proxies aggro 
gating nearly 400.000 *hnre*. A compli¬ 
ment from the bustnea* world would be chcr- 
iuhrd bignly bv him, and letters would bo 
allowed tn go on record, if only to show in 
later year* he had not liran turned out. 

Mr. Darkness accordingly withdrew the 
resolutions.

rate*, but auuply applying to all reals 
alike the lowest figure-* adopted by the 
trunk lines’ Commissioner. Tue West shore 
company is noi in the slightest degree re- 
SDoiudblti lor the existing tr >ublca, and de¬ 
clines to antagonize its connections west of 
Chicago that bavo »hown a dtopoxtUun to do 
buffin'--* with it, au.l, in fact, are already 
sending considerable traffic over tho West 
8bora to New York and New England 
point* via the Suspension bridge ami via 
Buffalo. The We*t Whore now has good 
through connections, and roust necessarily 
protect it* interests by nmtalaimug friendly 
business relation*, with all Western lines, re¬ 
gardless of the effect such action may have 
in the contention between trunk lines east 
and w«t of Chicago.*' 

THE MORTGAGE WAS NOT FORECLOSED.

Many rode* 
lack the element ol consistency in them¬ 
selves, and most of them may be character¬ 
ized as mere aggreeutk>us of orders issued at 
various times by all sorts of men, and uuder 
widely varying ciraai&etftncM.” Tho list of 
*ii:naU is of course intimately connected 
with the code, aud the commiflee now con¬ 
sidering the matter of uniformity in the 
former might make sorao valuable sugges¬ 
tions on the latter subject. 

The Supreme Court of Missouri haa 
made the folio* ing decision in a case recent¬ 
ly before it regarding the non-stoppage of 
trains at certain stations: "Whvretne plain¬ 
tiff purchased at A a ticket to B, the ticket 
ageut assuring her that the train would stop 
at B, but the conduotoi of the train, which 
wn* a through express to C, ret used to stop 
at B, but carried her through to C, and she 
was there obliged to procure a carriage for 
B. and uj»on her arrival found her daughter, 
whom she cam* to see, dead, the company is 
responsible for the niotake or misdirection of 
tbo station-master, aud not for the refusal of 
the conductor. Tho measure of the damages 
t* the »um paid to return to B, the value of 
hor time and the inconvenience she suite red. 
Judgment for $750 was for exceasive dam¬ 
ages.” 

THE RAILWAYS AND SOUTHERN BUSINESS. 
[ft uluay Register.) 

Why the railways of the South are be¬ 
coming more valuable is shown by statistic* 
occasionally published concerning the in- 
create of manuioctunug in that part of tho 
country. 

For example, in 1S80 there were 1*0 cot¬ 
ton mill* iu the South, with 713,088smn- 
dles and 15,222 loom*. At the present time 
there are 314 cotton mills in these same 
Stale*, uith 1.276,422 spindles aud 24,873 
looms. This amounts to a gain of nearly 73 
per cent, within three year*. The value of 
tne manufactured cotton products in the 
South in IS80 was about #21,000,000, and 
Ui 1SS3 nearly $40,006,(KkJ, or an increase 
of almost UK) i«»r cent. 

We must also consider the decided inrreose 
in the amount of tourbt travel in the .South¬ 
ern States during the whiter months and m 
the value of export* of vegetables and fruit* 
in the soring. The htunulating effect* of 
this development and growth are evidenced 
by the more favorable reports at Southern 
railways. Nor can we forget tho astonish¬ 
ing rapidity of tlio growth of the iron and 
coal iuierttaU of Goorgia and Alabama. 

The people of thin attractive and richly- 
endowed portion of the commonwealth of 
States may well rejoice at the dawning «*f 
this bright day of prosperity unicb is so rich 
iu pror.iiM» of grand results. 

UNEVEN ACTION OE CAR SPRINGS. 
l.Vnfioutti Car Hwitfter.) 

It ha* been noticed by car builder* that, 
front some causo not very apparent, the 
bodies of passenger car* d»> not always have 
a satisfactory motion on the truck*, although 
the spring* are furnished and have been care¬ 
fully touted by the be*' maker*. The cause 
of the trouble bos in once mstnnra, at La*t, 
been traced to tbe fact that tho equalizing 
springs and the elliptic* iu the same cur, 
having been furnished by different maker*, 
had Uhhi levied as to their required capacity 
by different te*ung apparatus, tho result lie- 
big a lack of harmony in the concurrent ac¬ 
tion uf the two set* of springs. Thu diffi¬ 
culty wo* remedied by the makers of the 
elliptic* furnishing a set of spirals that wore 
te»led by the same machine or tatter that the 
ellipiics* were, thus causing the two s*U to 
work harmoniously. We do not $uppo*e 
that, as a geuenal thing, there t* such a dif¬ 
ference a* in here indicated in tho testing ap¬ 
pliance* u*i*d by different spring manufuc 
turer*. Kquali/.ing npd bolster spring* are 
often furnished by different makers fur the 
same cars, with no apnareutly iu harmonious 
action to affect the easy riding of them.

Prof. Tenner's Interesting J.erturs to 
Good-siseH Audience at the Optra - 
house Last Evening. 


THE ELEMENT OF THE ALCHEMIST. 


Prof. Tanner, of tho Polytechnic Society, 
had a good-sized audience out la&t evening at 
the Opera-house to beer bis lecture on 
"Carbon.” Tbe Professor said: 

Lames axd Gsvnjuuar— Tide evening we are 
to study the verj mterrstitu; subeuuicr carbon— 
a substance that hold* the f..nemos: rank among 
the elements when Its UKefuluees in the art* and 
the comfort of the human race is con-idered 
During the earl) ages thi* substance called for 
considerable artenrluu from the alchemist, from 
the fact that nu known subatance would dissolve 
it or any tolw i act upon it. Of late years very 

f reat attention lias bet-n 4 »ven to lhi*> remarka 
le clemeui by chemists in w hat seem* L< be a 
fruitlee* *od chimerical wmvh after tbe method 
of cou vert ing the gross aud Impure forms Into

Carl.ou Is one of the mod abundant material* 
in nature, forming nearly half of the vegetable 
kingdom, and entering largely Into the composi¬

THE GEKERAL MANAOER’3 REPOST. 


The annual meeting of tbe stockholders 
of the Southern Exposition was held last 
night iu the rooms of tbe Board of Trade. 
In spite of the disadvantages pre«enlod by 
the weather, a large amount of tho stock 
was represented, aud considerable inter cat 
was manifested. 

Mr. J. H. Lindeoberger called the meeting 
to order, and stated the object as being to 
receive reports and transact any businesa 
pertaining to tho Exposition. 

Mr. Geo. H. Moore was elected Chairman, 
and Maj. John H. leathers Secretary. 

Maj. J. M. Wright then read a financial 
statement of the affairs of the enterprise. 
This report has already been published rath*? 
CotHfF.R-JnrttNAL. He uext read hi* report, 
as General Manager, which was an interest¬ 
ing document, ft wa« as follows;

Tho Board of Directors 
hoped (hey wore eutering into an enterprise 
which would be permanent. 

Mr. J. M. Robinson marie a few remarks 
on tbe pressing necessity for another Ex 
position, and thought the city could not po*> 
«ably do without one. 

Mr. Charles Goldsmith moved tbe adoption 
of tbe resolution increasing tbe capital stock. 

Maj. Wright stated that it would require a 
majority of all the stock to carry tbo resolu¬ 
tion, and, a* a majority was uot pro«eut, he 
moved to leave the polls open until all could 
vote. 

This motion was carried, and all the stock 
represented at the mooting, 3,364 shares, 
was voted in favor of tbe increase.

IS HE DEAD! 


Mrs . fTm. II. Forwood Wants to Set Aside 
the J’rabntion of Her Husband*s 
It ill on the Ground That 
He Is Living.

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A remarkable case came up for consider¬ 
ation in tbe County Court yesterday. It 
was a motion by Mrs. W. H. Furwood to 
set aside the order probating tho will of 
Wm. H. Forwood, her supposed deceased 
husband. It - was probated on the 12th of 
lakt December, and it divided up an estate 
of about $160,000 among the family of the 
deceased, T. E. C. Briniy, 8. M. Bernard 
and Griffin 8. and William 8. Forwood 
being appointed executors without »- 
curity. Both Griffin and William 
were handsomely remembered, they receiv¬ 
ing large shares of tbo estate. Tbo 
will wa* probated a day or two after word 
was received here of Mr. Forwood** death, 
which was said to have occurred by drown¬ 
ing In the Indian river In Florida, near a 
•mall town called St. Lucy, the attendant 
circum-tancre being very peculiar. On the 
evening at the HHd of November In* aud bis 
son Griffin, who were traveling through the 
State together, were out on the river in a 
narrow boat. A small cabin in the center 
took up all the s|*oe except about six inches 
on either side, and lu going around this cabin 
Mr. Forwood slipped aud foil overboard. 
Every effort was made to recover the body, 
but the search was unsuccessful, and Griffin 
returned hero in Decemlier. 

Mrs. Forwood claims that the filing of tbe 
will for probate was a violation of faith with 
her on the (tart of Bernard and William and 
Gridin Forwood. She alleges, also, that it 
was done without her knowledge, and that 
tbe first she knew of such action being taken 
was when she read it in the papers. The 
circumstance* reported of her husband'a 
death, she claims, are so peculiar as to make 
it doubtful that it really occurred. In view 
of thAt* grounds she prayed the court to set 
aside tbe order prohatiog the purported will. 

After Mr*. Forwood bail mad# a motion 
through her counsel, Judge Hoke ordered tho 
probate set aside and proceedings arrested. 
Griffin, who claims to huTe witnessed bis 
father's death, was then put upon tbe stand, 
and closely questioned as to the circum¬ 
stances of tbo tragedy. He repeated the de¬ 
tails which have been already given, and was 
asked how the deceased wax dressed at the 
time. He replied that he wore a hat, pants, 
•hoes, shirt, vest and an overcoat, but no 
dress coot. The river, he said, he had bad 
closely dragged the uext day for two miles, 
but without discovering more than one trace 
of the milling man—that was his 
overcoat, which a man uamed Payne 
found on thu bank the next morning. 
Payne took charge of tbe coat and carried it 
to 8t. Lucy, where he turned it over to the 
witn*«*. He wo* oated wbat be had done 
with it, and he reolivd that he hung it up to 
dry. but without examining the pocket#. 
Grifflu was closely questioned a* to how tba 
overcoat earns on the bauk, but was unable 
to give any explanation. 

It wa* slated to the court that Mr. For¬ 
wood had made a trip to Florida prior to the 
eve on whtcb his death W 4 p» rejH.rted to have 
occurred. The fir»t time he went was in 
June, and on this, as ou tbe last, he was ac- 
cotupanted hv the witness. He came bock 
from the first trip in tbe fall, and 
borrowed $15,000, for which he negoti¬ 
ated mortgages on hi* property in this city. 
A part he used, and took the remainder, 
about $10,060 or $12,000. to Florida on hi* 
second trip. propo»ittg to invent It in real es¬ 
tate. When quest toned as to what disposi¬ 
tion bad been iuad« of this large sum, tbe 
witness* wo# unable to state further than 
tba* hi* father hod purchased 3,500 acre* of 
Government land at $1 25 an acre, lie 
claimed that he knew nothing of tho remain¬ 
der, nor had he any idea as to whether or 
not’tbere wa* any insurance on his father's 

i on«deration of tho case will tie resumed 

Thorsday. It presents some decidedly queer 
f atures, and it is difficult to sea what 
will 1st the result. It m-ern* that Mr*. For¬ 
wood is of tbe opinion that her husband wa* 
not drowned a* reported, but is alt ve yet. 
On tbo oth*r hand, hi* children are positive 
that hit- death occurred as stated, lie was 
married twice, tne plaintiff in this case 
boiug ins secoud wife, by whom he had three 
children. . 

Tne motive for bis disappearance is not 
readily understood, but it i# clear that Mts. 
Forwixxl interpret* it a* a scheme to tbe in¬ 
jury of herself and children. ^ _

Among the bill* introduced in the Ken¬ 
tucky House of Representative* last week is 
one to provide ways and means to enable 
tbe City of Louisville to collN*t taxes from 
certain corporations, among Ihein tin* 
Preachers' Aid Society, Norton Inllrmary, 
tbe Southern Hapttwt Theological Seminary, 
and the Young Men's Christian Association. 
With these are included number* of others, 
some of which are business corporations, 
run for the parpos* of making a profit for 
the corporators. However just it may be to 
tax corporations of this latter class, it cer¬ 
tainly is neither just nor wiho to impose a 
tax on the property of such corporations as 
are exprendy named abovo. They are not 
corporation* established for profit; they 
have no shareholder!*, they declare no divi¬ 
dends No motive exists for the establish 
merit of them, except the good of the com¬ 
munity. The one sentiment that keej* thorn 
up is public spirit. 

Tbe passage of the act would put the city 
of Louisville in the strange jKwiiiyn of seek* 
ing to divert, to the purpose of paying her 
own municipal ex|*enses. mist funds — money 
given to provide for the relief ol the sick’, 
the support of the needy, (he tuition Invj of 
charge of students, an«i too administration 
of charity. It would put the f'ornmonvwnlrb 
of Kentucky iu the still stranger position of 
inducing men to give freely to tbes* object*, 
under the statute provision* that the prop 
ertv should be exempt from taxation, and 
then imposing a tax on that property to pay 
the municipal expem*^ of lx>uihvilie. A* a 
matter of Htate pride, the (. onmnm wealth 
can not art^prd to enact such a law. 

As to wtne of the corporation* named, the 
constitutionality of such an act is doubtful. 
A charter exempting from taxation and en 
acting that the provision* .if that charter 
‘•*haii have porpetual continuance and au¬ 
thority” does not warn t«» be within the pur¬ 
view of the act of lVi«3 It would Mtein 
that the cilv of bouiiviiltt had hern ciir*od 
with enough tax litigation on constitutional 
questions already 

The impolicy of such a statute in a finan¬ 
cial point of view is plaiu. Take, lor in 
stance, the Southern Baptist Theological 
8eminar> . an institution which HfTords tui¬ 
tion free to students preparing for tho min¬ 
istry. The people of Kentucky thought tbe 
presence of that scuunarv in their midst *o 
important that they induced it* removal 
from South Carolina to Kentucky, bv grant¬ 
ing it a charter providing for its exemption 
from taxation, and public-«pitiled citlttm* 
contributed to it> endowment. It bringii to 
l»ui*ville. *ay 150 students, who expend 
among us, on an average, sav $;«X) annual¬ 
ly, making mine 845,000 set afloat m our 
city every year. L it wise to cripple an in- 
atitutmn like tbisf Of coutse thS is but an 
instance, although n flagrant one. The ulti 
mate results of taxing such In^titutionN must 
be injurious to the city, coiiMdetcsl simply as 
a matter of dollars and cents; and il it not 
too much to sav tlmt the provoking of fit to* * 
t4on on conititutlounl quc^ticmt, nud putting 
tbe State in tne lv»g;;arly position or vio¬ 
lating her implied faith—a position humili¬ 
ating to Kentucky's State pride—will be a 
rovnlem instance of tho undent maxim, 
*‘J'«mny-wi*c aud i»ound foolish.”

Tne ballot box w as placed on a table just 
inside of Maj. W right'* office, tho Judge* 
took their place around it with Maj. Wright 
as Clerk, the window was hoisted and the 
polls declared open. A rush was made for 
the ballot box, and for a short time there 
wo* a lively *qu*es*, but the enthusiasm in 
that direction did not continue long. 

After the rece*» was taken, there was con¬ 
siderable di*cu*smn about tho hall over Pres¬ 
ident Green's ruling, by which a two-thirds 
vote wa* icquired to carry Mr. Robinson's 
substitute. Some bald that the ruling was 
erroneous, and that a protest would have re¬ 
sulted in the Robiuson substitute, but the 
tumult wav so extensive just at that time 
that the point was not observed and the dis¬ 
covery was made too late D* move a rectra- 
•idcraliou. Iu fact, neither side caught 
sight of tho point on which the good-natured 
victor^’ w as won until th ' battle wju over. 

Just before adjournment for recess Mr. 
Ham. Davis announced that in detorence to 
tbe sentiment of a laige number of members 
end tbe report of the committee in regard to 
proxy vote*, to««*e who had been securing 
proxies bad detormlued not to insist upou 
the right. There wa* 110 law or precedent 
by which proxy votes could not be caaA, but 
it might set a bad precedent, and in view of 
the good feeling tliat was manifested on all 
sides, no attempt would be made to use the 
proxies that had becu named. Mr. Davis' 
statement was received with applause. 

THE POLLS CLOSED. 

At 5 o'clock the polls closed nud the Judges 
entered upon the talk of couutmg the vote#, 
which proved a very formidable one. The 
ballots were first counted, during which 
orocess the nnmes of nil th* candidates voted 
for were entered ou the tally sheets with the 
votes given them. 

After the r«Mitt was transferred to the 
tally nhrets Die counting wa* conducted 
until nil the votes caul lor each candidate 
was footed, w hen th-j whole bed to be con¬ 
densed on one sheet. 4 As tome of the candi¬ 
dates' names ban boon entered more than 
(»nce, this work required the greatest cau¬ 
tion. end the total addition* and condensa¬ 
tions were not completed till 1U:30 o'clock.

A MIXED CASE. 


A suit of rather a complicated nature was 
brought up in the Common Ploas Court yes¬ 
terday. It wa* an action by Wra. A. Buck- 
ley to recover $)UX> on a note given by one 
H. I‘an key. who, the plaintiff claims, is Mr. 
J. H. Rank, a former well-known drisrn of 
this place. Tbe note was diawn in favor of 
”H. Pnukej,' 4 and made payable at the 
German Security Bank of this city. Plain¬ 
tiff states in bis petition that the note came 
Into his bauds through one J. H. Morris, and 
as it bad been presented to the bank and pay¬ 
ment refused suit was instituted in October. 

The report bos leaked out that the not# 
was given by Mr. Pauk in payment of an 
alleged gambling debt, behaving been vic¬ 
tim ixad in some bunko game in New York. 
He denies this, bow ever. and also deniss ever 
signing such a note or being connected with 
it in any way, shape or fashion. The suit he 
pronounces a bold game of blackmail. It 
was filed by Buckley's attorneys on the 4th 
of la»t October. It was ra»utioned in the 
report of the court proceedings the next 
day, upon which Mr. Pauk addressed the 
Courier-Journal the following note:

H. 1‘aitk and ‘H*. i'ankey'are one and the same 
person, wherefore he prays judgment against 


said defenditui for amount of note and costs * 

Noticing the tbow card in your yesterday '* Is¬ 
sue. 1 wi*h to state that J. H rank and “H. 
t'ankey' are not one and the same person 1 do 
not owe Mr. Buckley or any one else a note of 
$uoo. j. H. Pane. 

The attorney for the plaintiff filed au affi¬ 
davit yesterday stating that his client was 
sick, and all of his witnesses w ere in Florida, 
wherefore be preyed for a continuance till 
June. The defence objected to this, but 
Judge Hrites finally continued tbe case till 
March 24. 

Reference in the case has been made to Mr. 
Tank s connection with the Eclip<*e Base¬ 
ball Club. He is still President of tbe club, 
as action on Ills resignation has not been 
taken by the Board of Directors. He ciauus 
to have kept up the cub tor the last two 
years, and is very indignant that it should 
be said he is unwilling to make n settlement. 
He aavs that he turned over about $tU)0 to 
Will Jackson before he left, tuat being the 
eutire a-sets of the club. Last year ll lost a 
little over *400. He says that he ls ready to 
make a statement at auj time to tho stock¬ 
holders. 

Mr. Lee Dinkefepiel, a Director, told a re- 
oorter yesterday that they wvro vert' much 
dt»*ati»ned with Pank's actions. 

”1 wrote him a pretty sharp letter at the 
dictation of the hoard some lime ago," 
he said, "and 1 under-tand be is 
angry about it. We want to kuow 
what he has done with the monev, 
though we dou't *ay be lias spout it for ms 
own 1 en-fit. He tio* been in thl* city twice, 
1 understand, but never snows himself to 
aoy of tbe Directors, As to his helping the 
club by leuding it money that's ail nonsense. 
The money, about $700. was raised by a 
Dote which the Directors indorsed. The 
reason we have not accepted hi* resignation 
is because ho has given u> no settlement, and 
we will uot until he does. M
